FUCHS SENTENCED 
TO 14 YEARS FOR 
BETRAYING SECRETS 


Continued From Page One. 


Fuchs he had betrayed not only 
himself, but the country which 
had extended a friendly hand to 
him when he fled Nazi persecu- 
tion. 

“You have imperilled the right 
of asylum which this country has 
hitherto extended to political 
refugees,” Lord Goddard said. 
Fuchs arrived in Britain in 1933, 
a refugee from the Nazis. He had 
been a member of the German 
Communist party since 1932. 

Lord Goddard told the prisoner: 

“You have betrayed the hospi- 
tality and protection given to you 
with the grossest treachery. Dare 
we now give shelter to political 
refugees who may be folowers of 
this pernicious creed, who may 
well disguise themselves and bite 
the hand that feeds them? 

“You might have imperilled 
the friendship between this coun- 
try and the great American Re- 
public with whom His Majesty 
(the King) is allied. You have 
done irreparable harm both to 
this land and the United States 
of America and you did it as 
your statement shows—clearly for 
the purpose of furthering your 
political creed.” 
| There was little difference be- 
tween this and the highest 
treason, fhe scarlet-robed jurist 
said. 

Attorney General Speaks. 

Sir Hartley Shawcross, Brit- 
ain’s Attorney General, told the 
court that Fuchs had given se- 
crets to agents of the Soviet 
Union. He said this was a viola- 
tion of the Official Secrets act 
even though Russia was not an 
enemy at the time. . 

“Our relations with that coun- 
try leave much to be desired,” 
Shawcross declared. They are 
not those of amity. Everyone 
hopes that eventually wiser coun- 
cils will prevail and that that 
country will live in amity with 
the rest of the world.” 

Shawcross told the court that 
Fuchs's original contact with the 
Russians was through a “foreign 
Communist who was not recog- 
nized by British authorities as a 
person who would be a Commu- 
nist.” 

“It must have been obvious to 
the prisoner that the information 
conveyed to agents of that (Rus- 
sian) government would have the 
maximum value if that country 
éver did become an actual open 
enemy.“ Shawcross said. It fol- 
lows from that that the informa- 
tion was conveyed for a purpose 
prejudicial to the safety and in- 
terest of the (British) state. 

“In this country the number of 
Communists is comparatively very 
few, it may be that a great many 
of these people who have support- 
ed the Communist movement. ‘as 
the prisoner at one time did, be- 
lieved as he did, misguidedly but 


followed in the case of the carrier 
as it was in the B-36 dispute. 


British and American anti-espion- 
age agents for seven years re- 
plied in a low, calm voice: 

“I have had a fair trial. I 
thank you, My Lord. I thank my 
counsel and the Governor and 
the staff of the British prison 
for their considerate treatment.“ 

The scientist prefaced his 
statement with this comment: 

“I have also committed some 
crimes other than the ones with 
which | am charged. When I 
asked my counsel to put certain 
facts before you I did so in order

FRANKFURT, Germany, March 
1 (AP)—What happens to a Nazi 
big shot when he is freed from 
an Allied war crimes prison? 

SS Gen. Ernst Bohle, who was 
once slated to be Hitler’s gauleit- 
er for England, says: 

“I can’t get a job. No one will 
dare hire me.” 

The suave, English-born Bohle 
was released from the United 
States Army’s Landsberg prison 
in December. He had served five 
years for being an officer in the 
SS, labeled a criminal organiza- 
tion. Now he’s living with friends 
in Hamburg and scouting around 
for a new future in democratic |

“T guess I'll have to go to work 
for the Americans,” says Bohle. 
“The Germans won't have any 
part of me.”

The Missouri cottontail season 
closed yesterday and will remain 
closed until May 30. Many rabbit 
hunters in the Ozarks are dis- 
gruntled because of the extremely 
poor season and feel that a re- 
medial measure is wecessary tf 
shooting is to be improved in the 
future. There is no bag limit 
on the cottontails and they are 
protected only through March, 
April and May, plus 10 days in 
November. Many rabbit hunters 
feel there should be a closed sea- 
son through the hot summer 
months and some liberal figure 
set as a bag limit. 

It is not that rabbits are near 
extinction, but they are becoming 
scarcer and successful hunts are 
almost a thing of the past. There 
is no game which multiplies as 
rapidly. Rabbits commonly have 


| three and, sometimes four or five 


litters in a season, each averaging 

| five. If all survived, there would 
be room for little else in short 
order. But hunters, predators, 
weather and disease take their 
toll and the young crop is deci- 
mated to a mere fraction and na- 
ture’s balance sheet shows a nega- 
tive answer. 

Every hunter who goes afield, 
whether he is a quail hunter, 
squirrel hunter, fur hunter, or 
just plain hunter, is a potential 
rabbit hunter. Let a cottoritail 
jump up and the artillery is un- 
limbered. During the winter of 
1948 3,500,000 rabbits were killed 
by 145,000 hunters.
